CHICAGO STADIUM, July 20 
(AP).—Th@ Democrats prepared 
to give a fourth-term nomination 
-to President Roosevelt at their 
National Convention this after- 
noon amid a bitter fight over who 
is to run with him against the Re- 
publicans’ Dewey-Bricker ticket. 

Roosevelt already had told them 
that he would accept the nomina- 
tion, but will address the conven- 
tion tonight by radio. His pres- 
ent whereabouts are a secret, but 
the White House has acknowl- 
edged that he is not in Washing- 
ton, | 


Senate Majority Leader Alben 
W. Barkley of Kentucky gave the 
delegates a chance to whoop it up 
in this huge, banner-draped hall 
as he put the President's name 
before them as a leader “unsur- 
passed if ever equalled.” 

The big Kentuckian, who has 
had his differences with Roose- 
velt in time past, called him a 
man “endowed with the intellec- 
tual boldness of Thomas..Jeffer.. 
son, the indomitable courage of 
Andrew Jackson, the faith and pa- 
tience of Abraham Lincoln, the 
rugged integrity of Grover Cleve- 
land and the scholorly vision of 
Woodrow Wilson.” 

Party chieftains, including Na- 
tional Chairman Robert E. Hanne- 
gan, moved the presidential nomi- 
nation—originally scheduled for 
tonight—to an afternon session so 
there would be no pressure of con- 
vention business to interfere with 
the arrangements for Roosevelt's 
radio speech. 

The vice-presidential nomina- 
tion, tonight or tomorrow, looked 
like a fight right down to the 
final wire. | 

Vice President Henry A. Wal- 
lace, regarded by many as all but 
counted out only 24 hours ago, hit 
the comeback trail in his fight 
for renomination, while Senator 
Harry 8S. Truman of Missouri, his 
leading rival, gained support of 
one of President Roosevelt's Cab- 
inet.

NEW YORK, July 20 (AP).— 
Premier Gen. Hideki Tojo, who led 
Japan into war against America 
and Britain and had been virtual 
dictator for two and a half years, 
has fallen with his entire cabinet 
and the Tokyo radio announced 
today that Emperor Hirohito had 
ordered another General and an 
Admiral to form a new govern- 
ment “in co-operation.” 

Hirohito’s mandate was given 
Gen. Kuniaki Koiso, Governor- 
General of Korea, and Adm, Mit- 
sumasa Yonai, Premier in 1940, 
two of the most powerful leaders 
of the fighting services. Tokyo 
broadcasts said completion of the 
new cabinet was expected tonight 
or early tomorrow. 

The choice indicates there wil! 
be no fundamental departure from 
the principle of military rule. 
Both Koiso and Yonai have been 
known as aggressive proponents 
of Japanese expansion.

Unprecedented Step. 

The designation of two men is 
unprecedented and signifies a de- 
termination to combine all ele- 
ments of the Army and Navy in 
a government to cope with the 
acknowledged peril of defeat by 
the United States and its allies. 

The announcements of Tojo’s 
fall and the choice of his succes- 
sors came in a series of broad- 
casts recorded by the Federal 
Communications Commission and 
the Associated Press. 

The ousting of Tojo was a se- 
quel to the series of defeats cli- 
maxed by the loss of Saipan July 
10, bringing American air and 
naval power within a few hours’ 
bomber flight of the Japanese 
homeland and confronting the em- 
pire with what Tojo himself called 
an “unprecedentedly great na- 
tional crisis.” 

His fall constitutes one of the 
most drastic governmental up- 
heavals of the Second World War, 
since his’ position generally had 
been considered abroad as similar 
to that of Hitler in Germany and 
Mussolini in Italy. 

Tojo Loses Fight to Keep Power.

One of the 
problems facing him, said Domeli, 
was the necessity of “enlisting 
capable men in his cabinet and 
renovating the cabinet structure.”

German Broadcast «Does 
Not Reveal Place of 
Explosion, but London 
Suggests Headquarters 
in Breda, Holland. 


LONDON, July 20 (AP).— 
Adolf Hitler was slightly 
burned and bruised by a bomb 
in an attempt on his life today 
while he was surrounded by 
closest personal military advis- 
ers, an announcement from his 
headquarters said. 

Seven Generals, including 
Maj. Gen. Alfred Jodl, chief of 
Hitler’s personal military 
staff, and two Admirals were 
injured by the Blast, Berlin 
added. 

(One broadcast heard by the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission attributed the blast to 
dynamite, while another said 
‘‘explosives’’ were used, An 
account recorded by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. said 


the unnamed perpetrators es- 
caped, but that police were 
‘on their trail.’’) S 

Closely controlled official 
announcements gave no ink- 
ling as to the perpetrators of 
the attempt, but a London 
source with German under- 
ground connections suggested 
that the sensational develop- 
ment was the result of serious 
feuds within the military hier- 
archy in Germany. 

This source said the attempt 
might have occurred at Breda, 
Holland, where Hitler was report- 
ed to have gone yesterday for a 
conference with Marsha] Erwin 
Rommel, his commander in Nor- 
mandy. 


Feud of Generals Reported. 


The question of reserves for 
Germany's three receding fronts 
provoked a split between Rommel 
and Field Marshal Gen. Guenther 
von Kluge, commander of the 
forces in the west, this source said. 
When Rommel made a frenzied 
demand for three more divisions 
in Normandy Von Kluge refused, 
as his’ predecessor had done, the 
account ran. Von Kluge was up- 
held by Hitler, the source added, 
and he speculated that a general 
brawl followed, 

Georg Schroeder, the chief cor- 
respondent of the German Trans- 
ocean Agency, said in a broadcast: 

“Official quarters will maintain 
an impenetrable veil of secrecy on 
the locale of the attempt and the 
way it was carried out and the 
known facts about the assassins. 
Publication of these details would 
impede the investigation. But full 
details are expected to be given 
in a few days.”

Hits at ‘Old, Tired Men.’ 

He hit hard at 42-year-old Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey’s references to 
“old, tired and quarrelaome men” 
in the Roosevelt administration, 
uttered when Dewey accepted the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion. 

President Roosevelt, Jackson as- 
serted, “has more rugged vitality 
in him today than any two men 
the opposition has to offer.” 

“Moreover,” he added, “the re- 
frain ‘old, tired and quarrelsome’ 
is a gratuitous and contemptible 
attack upon all persons of ma- 
ture age.” 

“We might not condemn,” he 
continued, “our adversaries’ selec- 
tion of a candidate so young, but 
we do expose the hypocrisy in 
their claim that the presidency, 
now, needs a man of just his age. 

“What the presidency demands 
now is not so much a bright young 
man aS a man of wisdom and ex- 
perience, with depth and breadth 
of vision.” 

But repeatedly, he stressed that 
there must be no change of ad- 
ministrations during the war. 

“If it were true,” he said, “that 
the Republican nominee is as able, 
as experienced, as definite in his 
indicated principles of govern- 
ment, and as clear in his war 
and peace concepts as the present 
occupant of the White House, still 
exchange now might well prove to 
be the tragedy of this generation. 

“In terms of statesmanship, a 
comparison of the apparent dimen- 
siéns of the G. O. P. aspirant with 
a man of the stature of the Presi- 
dent, rules out of the field of ra- 
tional consideration this proposed 
substitution for the party of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

“We are in the midst of 
fiercest, most devastating 
mankind has ever known. 

“America cannot afford to take 
a chance. 

“Our people will not gamble 
with the lives of their sons, your 
sons and mine.” 

As for the Republican platform, 
Jackson said the opposition of- 
fered “equally weak and unwhole-

Cites Speedy Shift to War. 

“The Old Guard would substitute

Di- 
rectly or indirectly, the founding of a 
student union has consistently been pre- 
vented and several critics of the school’s 
policy have been expelled. 

As in other American universities, we 
should like to know how and why 
deficits arise, and what necessitates un- 
popular measures such as the recent one.

Against Permanent Conscription 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A recent Fortune poll gives 69 per 
cent of those polled in favor of perma- 
nent military conscription after the war 
~—21 per cent opposed. 

The argument in favor of military 
training because of the universally im- 
proved health and training in skills it 
would give is an indictment of our pres- 
ent civilian educational and social sys- 
tem, which might itself bring about 
universal health and training without 
assistance from the Army. 

Conscription—as in Germany, Japan, 
France and in most of the countries of 
Europe—has never prevented wars. It 
has, in fact, fastened on the minds of 
these nations the fallacious theory of 
‘the inevitability of wars. Conscription 
would tend to give a feeling of false 
security, a whitewash for the true 
causes of war.

The Democratic Keynote 


In the old keynote tradition, last night’s speech 
by Gov. Kerr of Oklahoma claimed for the Demo- 
cratic party all that is good, true and beautiful 
in our national life and charged the Republican 
party with all that is evil, mean and sordid. 

We ask again, as we asked about Gov. Warren’s 
speech at the G. O. P. convention, to whom do 
keynoters appeal? If they mean to appeal to 
independent-minded citizens, those who decide 
presidential elections, their resort to violent 
partisanship is not effective. 

Gov. Kerr threw so many punches at the 
Republicang last night that it is perhaps little 
wonder that some of them were low blows. For 
example, he asked if the country should restore 
to power “the party whose national leadership, 
under the domination of isolationists, scrapped 
and sank more of our fleet than was destroyed 
by the Japanese at Pear] Harbor.” Is Gov. Kerr 
here talking of the Washington arms conference 
of 1922? 

If so, he could not have been more unfair. 
That conference, led by such sincere internation- 
alists as Charles Evans Hughes, then Secretary 
of State, was an honest effort to apply the lessons 
of World War I and, by agreement on the 
reduction of fleets, including our own, to halt 
the costly and dangerous race for naval suprem- 
acy. The conference was called to do what could 
be done to insure the world against a second 
world war. It failed, but no one can question 
the motives of American statesmanship at that 
time, 

1ov. Kerr, of course, made the most of the 
errora of the last three Republican administra- 
tions, of the condition of the country when Mr, 
Hioover left the White House and of the achieve- 
ments of Mr. Roosevelt and the New Deal. He 
painted his picture in the most lurid colors. 
The historian of the future, if he should wade 
through the address, would have difficulty in 
recognizing in this chromo the actual history 
of the period. 

This is not to say that the Governor of Okla- 
homa didn’t mpke some very valid and telling 
points. He was perhaps most effective in replying 
to Gov. Dewey's “accent on youth” and his char- 
acterization of the New Deal as old and tired. 

Goy. Kerr wanted to know if Winston Churchill 
was old and tired at 65 when he made his famous 
“We shall fight on the beaches” speech. He 
asked some other embarrassing questions. Is 
Joseph Stalin at 65 too old? Shall we discard 
as “tired old men” 59-year-old Adm. Nimitz, 
62-year-old Adm. Halsey, 64-year-old Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, 64-year-old Gen. Marshall? He informed 
Mr. Dewey that we are winning this war with 
“tired old men,” including 62-year-old President 
Roosevelt. 

Gov. Kerr, as a variation of the theme, stressed 
what is sure to be one of the main arguments of 
the Democrats throughout the campaign; namely, 
the superior experience that the President would 
bring to the peace table as a representative of 
the United States. 

He wanted to know who would represent 
England—“an untried man, or her greatest and 
wisest, Winston Churchill?” And so with China 
and Russia. Would they be represented by new 
figures or by Chiang Kai-shek and Stalin? Then, 
as his climax, who would represent the United 
States, Dewey or Roosevelt? 

This question is sure to be asked thousands 
of times as the campaign waxes, and it is a 
question that will cause long reflection by mil- 
lions of citizens. 

If there was any lingering idea that the cam- 
paign, on account of the war, would be a pretty 
game of patball between the parties, with punches 
pulled and an atmosphere of calm and unpassion- 
ate debate, Gov. Kerr’s speech has dispelled it. 
His savage attack upon Hoover, Dewey and the 
Republican party in general let down the bars 
for acrimonious rejoinder. 

Perhaps, for the sake of the democratic prin- 
ciple, which we are honoring so brilliantly in the 
United States by going ahead with the ordinary 
processes of democracy even in the midst of a 
desperate war (when even in Britain no general 
election has been held since 1935), it is just as 
well if the campaign has the heat and ardor of 
normal times. 

For one thing, it will serve as an emotional 
outlet that will do the country good. And if 
our enemies see in this a division of American 
thought, and take comfort thereby, they will 
find that, once the returns are in next November, 
Americans will have accepted the majority’s 
verdict, as they always do, and that the great 
qualities of sportsmanship and democratic co- 
operation which distinguish us still survive. 

Meanwhile, Gov. Kerr’s speech, with ifs melo- 
dramatic effects and exaggerations, will not 
settle anything. It is only a loud noise in the 
great debate that now begins in earnest. 
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Indorsement by Mr. Smith 


Gerald L. K, Smith is strongly—nay, bitterly, 
violently, fanatically—opposed to the renomina- 
tion of Henry Wallace. That fact may or may not 
have any effect in the “deliberations” now going 
on in Chicago. It ig a sure thing, however, that 
if Mr. Wallace is renominated, the hatred of 
peaple like Gerald L. K. Smith is going to be one 
of his very biggest assets. 
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Tojo’s Exit 

When the war began, the leaders and symbols 
of our enemies were Hitler, Tojo and Mussolini. 
The latter left the scene last July, booted out by 
his people, and Italy quit the war in September. 
Now the grim and tmplacable Tojo, whose face 
on war posters and in cartoons has glared at 
Americans for two and a half years, also is out, 
and with him the Cabinet of militarists that, 
under the Emperor, led Japan into war. Of the 
original Axia triumvirate, only Hitler rematina, 
and his finish draws nearer every day. 

Tojo’s exit, of course, does not mean Japan's 
exit. Speculation on such an event now would 
be exceedingly premature. But the Cabinet's 
resignation, and Tojo’s elimination as Premier, 
Minister of War and Chief of the General Staff, 
does mean an acute state of anxiety in Japan 
as to the course of what was expected to be a 
swift and victorious war. 

“Face” is all-important in Japanese life. If 
the resignation could be covered up with polite 
worda, it would be done, Inatead, it is admitted 
that “the present Cabinet wag not able to achieve 
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its objective,” and a reorganization {g undertaken 
to obtain “strengthened personnel in time of 
urgency.” 

Tojo’s successors are war lords also. The Japs 
can be counted on to press the war with un- 
relenting savagery. But the Cabinet overturn 
is encouraging evidence that our forces’ progress 
in the Pacific and in Asia hag so shaken Japan 
as to topple the Tojo Government. 
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No Basis for Race-Riot Rumors 


An exceedingly valuable service to the com- 
munity has been performed by the St. Louis Race 
Relations Commission in discussing frankly the 
recent disturbing rumors of impending racial 
trouble here, dissecting them and informing the 
public that these widely circulated reports have 
no factual basis whatever. 

This is just the sort of job the commission 
was intended to do when it was set up last 
September by Mayor Kaufmann, in carrying out 
the program of the late Mayor Becker. Rumors 
are a serious danger in handling the problems 
of inter-racial relations. Even in the case of 
baseless rumors, their spread may touch off dis- 
turbances on the part of hot-heads, as has been 
shown in several cities where racial clashes oc- 
curred. The best possible way to handle rumors 
is for competent authorities to bring them out 
into the open, prove their falsity and see that the 
word spreads among the people. 

The St. Louis rumors took many fantastic 
forms, and appeared so repeatedly in recent weeks 
that Chairman Meissner of the commission thinks 
that some of them were “the work of enémy 
agents.” Whether or not this was the case, 
such rumors certainly do the enemy’s work. The 
enemy hopes that disunity at home will cripple 
our effectiveness in the war, and Nazi propa- 
gandists constantly predict that racial friction 
will be America’s undoing. 

The persons who spread such rumors are to be 
condemned scarcely less than those who start 
them. Rumors grow by repetition, and their 
velocity is terrifjc. The thing to do when such a 
rumor comes along is to notify police or Federal 
agente if the source is known; otherwise, to 
disregard it. If rumors can be traced to their 
source, well and good; if not, they should be 
killed by a healthy skepticism.

After being shut down for seven montha, the 
huge Weldon Spring TNT plant is to be reopened, 
and will employ 4000 workers by Jan. 1. That 
fact is an answer to all those who thought that 
the war was nearly over and that industry could 
soon turn to civilian goods, 

TNT is needed in greatly augmented: quantity 
now that we are on the offensive in France, 
While there will be cutbacks and resumptions 
for some time to come, war industry as a whole 
will continue at a high level, and it must continue 
to have absolute priority on men and materials. 

If this plant’s reopening does not speak elo- 
quently enough for itself, the military and naval 
leaders who best know the status of our enemies 
have underscored the fact that the war is not 
nearly won, 

The war, says Robert A. Lovett, Assistant 
Secretary of War for Air, “is going to be a 
darned sight longer than anybody back home, 
except the military command, thinks it is. I 
don’t see a non-existent German air force, but 
an air force working constantly to rebuild itself 
for a terrific fight.” 

To save the lives of our fighting men, we must 
not be misled by a period of successive victories. 
The supplies must keep flowing. There should 
be no flight, or even attempted flight, from war 
plants into civilian industries. And, above all, 
no work stoppages.

“Mandate From the leople,’’ by Jerome &, Bruner, 

(Dueti, Sloan & Fearce, New York.) 

If politicians read books—and what 
they say and do often makes one wonder 
--this one is a “must” for them. And for 
anyone else who cares to know what the 
worst depression and the greatest War tn 
history have done to America’s opinions. 

Here is a summary of what four of the 
most important public opinion polls (Gal- 
lup, Roper, National Opinion Research 
Center and the Office of Public Opinion 
Research) have found. Mr. Bruner, a psy- 
chologist who edits the Public Opinion 
Quarterly, has compared the results of 
their interviewing and tried to draw from 
it a picture of what foreign and domestic 
policies Americans want. 

One of the things Mr. Bruner forgot to 
do in his book wag to explain what the 
public opinion poll is supposed to be. His 
book reads as though the answers to the 
questions asked were given by the whole 
American people. Actually, of course, they 
were given by a very small number of peo- 
ple who were picked because, when added 
together, they made a miniature reproduc- 
tion, a kind of scale model of the 90,000,000 
adults in America. If the sample is chosen 
to take into account all the things that 
affect opinion, its views may be taken as 
probably those of the total population, 

~ a a 


In general, the opinions reflected here 
indicate that the American people want to 
walk a middle-road to what they hope will 
be a world of peace and a nation of abund- 
ance. The people want peace; since Pearl 
Harbor, at least two-thirds of them have 
insisted that America should take an active 
part in the world to insure it. They do 
not want to travel a solitary international 
way, wearing nationalist blinders, 

On the home front, we are equally clear 
about what we want. The most important 
memory Americans will have for a long 
time to come will be the depression. Jobs 
for everyone willing to work has the high- 
est possible priority. Few want to have 
to depend on the Government, but if the 
free-enterprisers in any part of the economy 
show signs of strain or lack of control, 
they want the Government to be right. 
there in the bull pen all warmed up, with 
a variety of plang ready to guide emer- 
gency action to maintain high employ- 
ment. Furthermore, the country wants to 
have practical rather than decorative evi- 
dences of gratitude ready for the return- 
ing soldiers,

The two most important things fn the 
book are the fact that American opinion 
is changing to meet the needs of a chang- 
ing world, and that where change ig too 
slow or limited or wrong, the explanation 
is lack of information, 

To the people’s servants, the politicians, 
and to those charged with informing the 
public, the consequences are clear. And 
there is no reason for democrats to be 
downhearted, Once again the data shows 
that the intelligence of the people is not 
to be underrated, nor is their information 
to be over-estimated. No one can dispute 
the author's. conclusion that it is abso- 
lutely crucial to gee that the people have 
the facts they need to make intelligent 
decisions.

Add three table- 
spoons flour, one and one-half cups 
water and two beef bouillon cubes. 
Stir constantly until mixture 
comes to a boil and thickens. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper and serve 
over the beef patties, Riced po- 
tatoes, one and one-half pounds. 
Buttered beets, one bunch, fresh. 
Molded salad, one package lemon 
gelatine prepared according to di- 
rections on package, one cup finely 
shredded cabbage, one cup grated 
carrot, two tablespoons green pep- 
per, one-fourth cup celery, two 
tablespoons diced sweet pickle, one 
teaspoon sugar, one tablespoon 
vinegar, one-half teaspoon salt, 
Bread, eight slices. Blackberry pie. 
Wash one quart blackberries, drain 
in sieve or colander and remove 
hulls, Line an eight-inch pie plate 
with pastry rolled less than one- 
eighth inch thick. Fill pie plate 
with berries. Mix two-thirds cup 
sugar and two teaspoons lemon 
juice and pour it over the berries. 
Lay on top crust, gashed to allow 
for escape of steam. Brush edges 
of lower crust with water or milk 
and press to keep in juice. Bake 
in a hot oven (425 degrees) for 15 
minutes, then bake in slow oven 
(325 degrees) for about 20 minutes 
or until done. Cool about one hour 
or until lukewarm before serving. 
A tablespoon of sugar sprinkled 
over the hot pie gives it an attrac- 
tive appearance, Butter or forti- 
fied margarine used on all breads.

CLIPPING was sent me the 
A other day from a _ paper 

which rather consistently 
has opposed the adminstration, 
and finds it amusing at times to 
criticise something which I have 
said or done, The closing para- 
graph reads as follows: 


“Eleanor Roosevelt’s comment on 
youth having written the docu- 
ment of all documents, was any 
one of several things. It was a 
concession for these times, it was 
a shadow casting coming events, 
or it was plainly a slip of the pen.” 


This refers to a column which I 
wrote for the Fourth of July in 
which I mentioned the Declara- 
tion of Independence ag having 
been written by young men, The 
point which I would like to bring 
out is that they have labored so 
hard to find a reason for stating 
an obvious truth. The Declaration 
of Independence was written by 
young men, These men did not 
live in an age when many men 
lived to grow old, but a few of 
those who had a hand in framing 
this .document continued to be 
looked up to, respected and con- 
sulted in their maturer years and 
I am sure that, as we read of their 
lives, we are proud of all they 
did both as young and old men. 

Sometimes it seems to me that 
people overlook simple explana- 
tions and the obvious ones in their 


efforts to discover some hidden 
meaning which never was there 
and would not have been very 
important even if it had been 
there. . 

The thing which gives me the 
greatest entertainment is to find 
how easy it is to create an im- 
pression of being omniscient and 
knowing a great deal, or of hav- 
ing the ability to dd a great many 
things when fyeally you know 
nothing and can do nothing! I 
remember a very wise man telling 
me years ago that sometimes it 
is the part of wisdom to be willing

IT HAS BEEN supposed that 
the thyroid gland has something 
to do with these individual differ- 
ences, We know that the thyroid 
is the energy regulator of the 
body.

Above and 
below those points (outside tem- 
perature) production dropped. 
Humidity, wind movement and 
eapecially temperature changenble- 
nésa from day to day were also 
factors.

WHILE OUR comfort or dis- 
comfort in hot Weather depends 
upon those four factors—tempera- 
ture, humidity, barometric pres- 
sure and air movement-—we have 
defense mechanism against only 
one of them-—temperature. But 
our bodies have not nearly as good 
cooling systems as our automo- 
biles, 

Modern ways of life have done 
a great deal to adjust us to the 
American summers, Not only the 
electric fan and the air cooling 
systems, but all our clothing and 
our food, and the amount of work 
we do. And sunstroke, once an 
every day occurrence in any city 
in the summer, is now a rarity. 
Our fathers and mothers used to 
imitate the English and wear coats 
and stiff collars all summer,

She Carries Even More Things to War Than She Used to Carry in Her Purse.

SOMEWHERE IN FRANCE, 


July 19 (By Wireless). 
HE Army is wonderful. It does 
your thinking for you and it 
thinks of everything. 

Just before I left London for 
France the Army served me pork 
chops for breakfast and presented 
me with a collapsible shovel. The 
pork chops were to sustain me in 
carrying about 60 pounds of lug- 
gage on my back or a 25-pound 
typewriter in my hand. The shov- 
el was to dig my own slit trench 
here in France. 

So far I can’t get the collapsible 
shovel open and the pork chops 
are.only a fond memory—having 
subsisted on K rations for the past 
few meals. But I still think the 
Army is wonderful. It means well 
and it certainly means for me to 
be comfortable. 

Take, for instance, the little 
matter of field equipment that was 
isued to me. I think this equip- 
ment is following on a barge of ita 
own, It consista of a bed roll with 
four GI blankets, two halves of 
a pup tent without instructions on 
how to put them together, a bas- 
ketful of tent pegs and ropes, a 
full set of impregnated clothing 
including long drawers to be worn 
fn case of gas attack, and a field 
pack which is a fearsome thing so 
complicated with pockets, folds, 
straps, buckles, etc., that I was 
Warned not to unfold it unless 
there was an Army man around 
because alone I’d never get it put 
back together. 

All the above mentioned and a 
few other issue items are packed 
in the above mentioned bed roll 
which I am told will catch up, with 
me as soon as I catch up with my 
temporary billet. Besides all this 
stuff which is supposed to be fol- 
lowing me, I went aboard a troop- 
ship for France loaded down with 
just about everything conceivable 
hung 
about my person on my pistol belt. 
I don’t carry a gun, but I was told 
I could arm myself with a stout 
club if I wished. 

I have hung in convenient places 
a first aid kit, my canteen com- 
plete with canteen coup encased in 
a web holder, my mess gear con- 
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sisting of two tin plates, a knife, 
fork and spoon, and my collapsible 
shovel. Over one shoulder I have 
slung my gas mask equipped with 
mask sleeve gas detectors and 
stuff you rub your skin in case of 
gas burns and more atuff you rub 
on your shoes to keep the gas 
from eating the leather away and 
getting to your feet. Over the 
other shoulder I have a field bag 
paced with cotton Gpocks, cotton 
underwear, my toothbrush and 
comb and about 60 pounds of the 
other bare necessities of life, such 
as hair curlers and face powder. 
The Army doesn’t care about these 
latter objects as long as you carry 
them yourself, but they do care 
about auch things as shovels and 
K-rations, 


Just before leaving the seaside 
marshalling area where we sat 
for a few days in total ignorance 
of just when we'd sail for France, 
the Army presented each member 
of this outfit with a thing that 
looked like a waterproof shopping 
bag filled with an amazing assort- 
ment of odds and ends, In it re- 
posed three boxes of K rations, 
each one containing a breakfast, 
dinner and supper unit. There 
were also three Army field ra- 
tions D, printed with a warning 
that if you ate one of these things 
that look like an oversize choco- 
late bar in less than half an hour 
you'd be sick in less than half an 
hour; besides variously § lettered 
other rationg there waa a carton 
of cigarettes, six pills in a little

At 
the second trick declarer went to 
dummy with a club, returned a 
trump, and finessed with the 
queen, West won and led another 
high heart. South ruffed, but now 
the lead of the spade ace revealed 
that there was another sure loser 
in the suit, and when the diamond 
finesse also went wrong, the con- 
tract was down one, 


Here was a situation made to 
order for the use of a standard 
safety play. South could well af- 
ford to lose one trump trick and 
the diamond finesse, but he cer- 
tainly should have guarded against 
losing two tricks in trumps, If the 
finesse in trumps was on, it would 
not be necessary!
